The year of 1950 goes into the public auction sale 
record books with the second highest general average, the 
second highest dollar volume and the third highest number 
of head sold in the history of our breed.

RATIONS FED TO MILK COWS 
1950 


In 1950, milk cows on farms of the 
United States were fed about 18.5 
million tons of grain, millfeeds and 
other concentrates worth approximate- 
ly 1 1/10 billion dollars. The quantity 
fed per cow in 1950 was 1,629 Ibs., the 
second highest of record, exceeded only 
in 1949. The total quantity fed was 
slightly smaller than in 1949, but the 
third greatest on record. The unit 
value of concentrate rations fed to 
milk cows was $3.08 per hundred Ibs., 
up to 2 per cent from 1949. The 
quantity of grain and other concen- 
trates fed per 100 Ibs. of milk pro- 
duced averaged 30.6 Ibs. in 1950, and 
the cost was 94 cents compared with 
95 cents in 1949. Corn, oats, and 
commercially mixed feeds were the 
most important individual feeds in 
the concentrate ration in 1950. For 
the year as a whole, dairy product-feed 
price relationships were less favor- 
able than in 1949 and the long-time 
average. 


- 


About 2.2 tons of hay, 1.7 tons of 
silage, and 0.2 tons of other roughage 
were fed per milk cow in dairy re- 
porters’ herds during the October 
1949-May 1950 winter feeding period. 
Alfalfa made up about one-half of all 
hay fed; clover mixtures and lespedeza 
together made up about one-third; 
and a variety of other hays the re- 
mainder. Approximately six-sevenths 
of the hay fed to milk cows was grown 
on the farm where fed. On February 
1, 1950, the hay fed to milk cows was 
valued at $22.28 per ton, $2.00 per 
ton less than a year earlier. More 
than two-fifths of the dairymen fed 
baled hay. Corn silage made up 83 
per cent of the silage fed to milk cows 
during the winter feeding period, but 
grass silage has been growing in im- 
portance The 1950 dairy pasture 
season was among the best half-dozen 
in a 34-year record.—Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics, USDA

months. Something will be done, you 
can bet on that, because this price 
freeze war is “hotter” than the Korean 
war, at the moment. 

Milk and Dairy Products. The big 
Chicago dairies, on January 27 post 
poned a previously announced price 
raise of 1 cent per quart on January 
29th, “to make sure we are in com- 
plete compliance” as they put it. This 
no doubt was occasioned by a clause 
in the order which freezes the margin 
between wholesale and retail levels 
as of January 25th. With higher grain 
and mill feed prices most certain, the 
cost of making milk will quite natur 
ally go up and we predict that the 
government administrators will later 
allow a price rise to farmers. Butter 
in Chicago took a‘drop from 71 cents 
wholesale for 92 score product on Jan 
uarv 15 to 67.5 cents on the 17th 
but by the 26th it had again risen to 
68.75 cents. Cheddar cheese held its 
own at 40% cents, Plymouth on the 
26th. Other manufactured milk prod 
ucts were holding steady.
